The government will continue to

Somewhere in the Pacific it is 
setting up “ proving grounds’’ for 
testing atomic weapons a^d ex­ 
perimenting with them. 
This country is out. in front now , 
with the atomic bomb, and it's I 
trying to stay there. The commis-1 
sion says: 
“ To rely on existing knowledge j 
alone could be disastrous.” 
So the government is pouring, 
huge sums into

how to use it, for war and peace. 
For the fiscal year starting July 
I and ending next June 30, the | 
government will spend probably 
more than $500,000,000 on atomic 
work. 
Here’s one quick example 
of

States, the government has 41,500 
people 
working on
